The siteisthe location of aformer landfill that closed in 1993. In 1995, Ecology and Newcastle Golf, L.L.C. entered into
an agreement for simultaneous clean up and redevel opment of a portion of the site. To do so, asmall portion of the
landfill was excavated, relocated within the landfill boundaries, and properly covered. The existing landfill cover was
improved by bringing in fill material and grading the area— which in turn improved management of the surface water. To
date, al remedial actions, except confirmational monitoring, have been completed and compliance with cleanup
standards has been achieved. Public Health-Sesattle and King County will continue to oversee landfill monitoring. Asa
result of the actions taken, Ecology is proposing to remove the site from its Hazardous Sites List.
